These troopers had done the 
hardest fighting of the Amid, but they 
recoiled before the Iowa bayonets and 
were driven back to the stockade. 
The fresh Iowa companies charged, 
the stockade, but Shelby’s men fought 
tenaciously and held It to the end. But 
the gallant work of the succoring band 
gave courage to those who had strug­ 
gled against odds all day, and it soon 
became

Four times his line had been 
hurled back in front of fort No. 4. 
Shelby, after penetrating the town, 
was hemmed in at the stockade. In 
the capture of that citadel and the 
rifle pits around it he had lost some of 
bis bravest officers and men. But one 
pass to Springfield had been tested. 
There were three others that might 
prove equally strong. 
As the day drew to a close the fight­ 
ing died away except for occasioaal 
exchange of shots by the artillery. 
After dark a small column of militia 
madf a dash for Collins’ battery, but 
was struck by ambush fire from two 
companies of Shelby’s men, whom he 
had dismounted and concealed midway 
between the Federal barricades and 
the battery. This charge cost the as­ 
sailants heavily and was the last of the 
battle, for Marmaduke moved bls line 
back a mile to the eastward of Spring­ 
field. 
When day dawned on Jan. 9, 
the garrison looked hopefully for a re­ 
newal of the attack, for they longed to 
improve on their work of the day be­ 
fore. The militia had never boca under 
fire before and after their baptism and 
failures eagerly wished for another 
chance. 
But Marmaduke and his gen­ 
e r is were not inclined to risk a second 
attack. 
They believed that the garri­ 
son was stronger in men and guns than 
had been originally reported.

It was for the prize of bread and 
booty that Marmaduke risked the bat­ 
tle.

As is often the case in wild raids on 
the border, charges bf barbarity were 
made against Mitrmaduke's men. 
It 
was declared by the garrison that Gen­ 
eral Brown owed his wound to a bullet 
fired from one of the houses in the 
town.- The historian of Shelby’s bri­ 
gade, however, claiming credit for dis­ 
abling the Federal commander, states 
that it was done in fair battle. His 
statement is that Brown rode along 
the entire front of Shelby’s brigade un­ 
der tire and clad lu bright uniform. 
Alone and ahead of all others, he 
seemed to be purposely elm wing fire 
upon hi ms? lf. The historian adds that 
his bravery- so charmed the foe that 
the cry was raised on all sides, "Don't 
shoot that man; let him go; let him 
go:’’ Finally a bullet, which may have 
been a stray one, cut the gallant colo­ 
nel down, but not with a fatal wound. 
He lived to fight Khdby’s men until 
the end of the war.

Curious indeed is an American fort 
which was built on British soil. 
How 
Binny can guess what fort it is and 
where located? 
The name is Fort 
Montgomery, and the location is on an 
island near the foot of Lake (’haiuplaln, 
about half a mile northeast Af Rouse’s 
Point, N, Y. 
A short time ago, when traveling in 
that part of the country, I saw this fort 
and asked the name of it. 
“Why, that 
is Fort Blunder,” said my informant. | 
“Did you never hear of it?” I confessed 
ignorance, and he explained matters. 
It seems that after the war of 1812 j 
the government of the United States 
became convinced that the entrance to 
Lake Cham plain Cc :kl fie guarded by 
a fort strong chou; ii to engage any 
British fleet which might attempt to 
force an entrance to the lake, at^l so 
Fort Montgomery was constructed at 
a cost of nearly $5(W,000. 
It was nu 
immense fortification for those days 
and was arranged for three tiers of 
guns. 
Just about the time it was completed 
the joint surveyors fixing the line be­ 
tween the United States aud Canada 
came along and, after doing a good hit 
of figuring, announced that Fort Mont­ 
gomery was on Canadian soil. 
The 
northern boundary of New York state 
was the forty-fifth parallel, find this 
fort was several hundred yards over 
the line. 
Work on the fort came to an 
immediate standstill, and the matter 
was made the subject of a special 
treaty. 
It was decided that in view of the 
fact that tile United States had not In­ 
tentionally encroached on Canadian soil 
the forty-fifth parallel should be bent a 
little out of its course at this point so 
as to include the fort. 
That is why 
the fort is called “Fort Blunder.”

was never armed and lins never been 
occupied by more than one or two men.
